Section 72 B (3 ) of the Kerala Land Reforms Act laid down that 

any 
cultivating tenant entitled to assignment of the right, title and interest in 
respect of a holding or part of a holding under sub-section (1) may apply 
to the Land Tr bunal within whose jurisdiction such holding or part is 
situated within two years from the date of vesting of such right, title and 
interest in the Government under section 72 , or such further time as may be 
allowed by the Government in this behalf for such assignment to him . 
Ist January 1970 has been notified as the date on which tenanted holdings 
have vested in the Government under section 72. The time allowed for 
tenants to apply for assignment of landlords rights, title and interest is due 
to expire on 31-12-1971 . On a rough estimate there are 25 lakhs of cases 
to be settled urder section 72. So far not more than 10 % of these cases 
have been taken up . 

It is considered desirable that more tenan is should be 
enabled to make voluntary applications for the assignment of landlords 
rights etc. , by extending the time allowed for such application . A period 
of one year is proposed to be allowed . The notification is intended to 
achieve the above objective .
